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Historic 
post office 
purchased

The old U.8. Post Office on 
North Main Street in Carbondale, 
was purchased recently by Dennis 
M. Corvo, a partner in Mid-Valley 
Insurance Co., 617 Keystone Ave., 
Peckville, The Ttibune has 
learned. 

Corvo, who told The Tribune 
Wednesday he bought the 74-year- 
old granite structure from Joseph 
K. Mussari Sr., Carbondale, for 
approximately $70,000, did so 
"strictly for speculation.” 

Mussari bought the former Post 
Office building from the U.S. 
Postal Service, on a low bid of 
$48,000 last fall. 

Corvo denied he was in the 
process of selling: the stately 
structure to an area bank. Con¬ 
jecture In the Pioneer City has 
been that banks in both Simpson 
and Lake Ariel, together with an 
out-of-state financial services 
organization, were interested in 
purchasing the property. 

The building was constructed in 
1911 in "early 20th century gov¬ 
ernmental American federal style, 
with a combination of several 
types of architecture, according to 
S Robert Powell, president of 
Carbondale Historical Society. 

"Eclectic,” - composed of 
several styles - is the way Powell 
describes the building design. 

The structure is listed on the 
National Historical Register. 

According to Powell, he has had 
numerous pieces of correspon¬ 
dence with the U.S. Postal Ser¬ 
vice, assuring him the CHS “need 
have no anxiety about any modi¬ 
fications that would affect the 
architectural integrity of the 
building’s facade.” 

Powell said covenants were 
inserted in the deed to the build¬ 
ing, which will protect any 
changes in the front exterior of the 
old post office.
